EAST JORDAN — Senior 
citizens in the East Jordan area 
will have more of a choice in 
housing if the request fora. - 
grant from the federal govern- 
ment is approved. 

The East Jordan Housing 
Commission requested assis- 
tance from Northern Homes 
Community Development 
Corporation in applying for 
and obtaining a federal grant 
for a new senior housing com- 
plex. Northern Homes CDC’s 
mission is to create and pre- 
serve quality affordable hous- 
ing. , 

Jane MacKenzie is the execu- 
tive director of Northern 
Homes. 

“We're very excited about 
this project and the commu- 
nity support for it. We've been 
able to do projects in other 
areas and are hopeful for fund- 
ing for East Jordan as well? she 
said. 

Those projects include an - 
11-unit housing project in Bel- 
laire, a 6-unit housing project 
on Beaver Island and a 97-unit 
project in Petoskey. 

The East Jordan project 
would have 10 one-bedroom 
apartments, a community 
room, a laundry room and an 
office. The East Jordan Housing 
Commission has purchased. 
land adjacent to Lakeview 
Manor. The site is at 109-113 
McKenzie Street and 106 Echo: 
Street. 
MacKenzie received sie: : 
from the city commissioners *. 
on June 7, to apply for the fed- 
eral grant and to rezone the 
property from R-1 single fam- 
ily to professional office, which 
is the same zoning as a portion 
of Lakeview Manor. 

Community meetings were 
held to receive the require- 
ments and desires of seniors 
for housing in the area. Some 
of the comments for design of 
the units include: installation 
of grab bars and shower seats, a 
raised garden area for garden- 
ing, carports, lights for outside 
steps, emergency pull cords in 
all rooms and large apartment 
windows. 

MacKenzie said it would 
probably be August before she 
learns of the grant outcome 
from the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, 
and the fall of 2012 before con- 
struction would begin. The 
grant for construction includes 
a 3-year project rental assis- 
tance contract that is renewed 
through the annual federal 
budget. Residents that meet the 
criteria will pay only 30 per- 
cent of their income for rent 
and utilities.

Early Detection is Key to Protecting 
Your Trees From the Emerald Ash Borer

Since it arrived in the Detroit area in 2002, the emerald ash borer has 
killed millions of ash trees in Michigan, and has spread throughout much of 
the eastern United States. While the DNR considers Michigan's Lower 


Peninsula to be “generally infested,” there 
is still hope for many of Northern Michi- 
gan’s ash trees. 

“The infested area isn’t always continu- 
ous,’ said Deb McCullough, an entomol- 
ogist at Michigan State 
University. “There are pockets where the 
emerald ash borer population is high, but 
a few miles down the street, there may be 
trees that are not infested at all” 

If you have an ash tree on your prop- 
erty, you may be able to save it from be- 


coming infested, but it is important to act. 


early. The chances of a tree becoming in- 
fested increase with each passing season, 
and by the time a tree starts showing 
signs of infestation, it may be too late to 
save it. 

“You may not see the beetles, even if 
the tree is infested,” said McCullough. 
“The damage is caused by the larvae, 
which feed on the tissue just below the 
bark. The larvae feed in a really distinc- 
tive pattern, so that’s usually how you can 
identify an infested tree.” 

‘There are several signs that a tree may 
be infested with emerald ash borer. Look 
for D-shaped holes or vertical splits in 
the bark. If you remove a small piece of 
bark near the opening and see what ap- 
pear to be squiggly lines etched into the 
wood, you likely have an infestation. 
Other signs of emerald ash borer can in- 
lude increased woodpecker activity, leaf 
dieback in the tree’s canopy, or new 
shoots appearing at the base of the tree. 

If you discover that you do have an in- 
fested tree, a systemic insecticide can be 
used to help keep the emerald ash borer 
at bay. 

“Landscape ash trees, but not those in 
a forest or woodlot, can be saved with a 
systemic insecticide? said McCullough.

Mech,’a Forest Health Specialist with the 
Department of Natural Resources. “At that 
point, people need to be looking into prop- 


erly disposing of the trees, rather than treat- . 


ing them? 

Once a tree becomes infested, the beetles 
will continue laying their eggs in it. There- 
fore, it is important to remove a dying tree 
quickly to prevent the emerald ash borer 
from spreading to other trees in the area. 


If you choose to remove your tree, the 


wood does not have to go to waste. There are , 


several ways that you can recover some of 
the wood’s value or put it to good use 
around your home. 
“One of the few positives when it comes to 
emerald ash borer is that it doesn’t destroy 
the value of the wood,’ said Mech. “It 
doesn't go very deeply into the wood, so 
there is still a valuable and useful product 
there? 

Although the wood retains most of its 


value, there are restrictions on moving it. In 


an effort to prevent the emerald ash borer 


from spreading further, the U.S. Department 


of Agriculture has instated a quarantine, 


which bans the movement of hardwood firewood across state lines.

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Prevented Planting Reporting 
Deadline Extended 


Christine White, State Executive Director of USDA's 
Michigan Farm Service Agency announced today the ex- 
tension of the 2011 reporting deadline for all prevented 
planted crops to. correspond with the final crop reporting 
date. Producers must file a notice of loss (CCC-576) for — 
prevented planting in their County Farm Service Agency. 
(FSA) office by July 15, 2011. For fall-seeded small grains, 
the deadline has been extended to June 30, 2011. 

“This spring, many Michigan farmers have faced the 
challenge of excess rainfall and tight deadlines.” said White. 
“Extending the closing date for filing a prevented planting 
claim will give producers more time to make the best deci- 
sions for their operations.” 

The extension will enable producers to report their crops 
and file a prevented planting notice of loss at the same 
time. The prior prevented planting deadline, 15 days after 
the crop’s final planting date, will be in affect for the 2012 
crop year. 

When filing a notice of loss, producers must establish 
they: made efforts to plant and were prevented from doing 
so by a natural disaster. The County Committee (COC) 
may require proof of intent to plant by requesting docu- 
mentation of field preparation, seed purchases and other 
information. Prior year’s planting history will no longer be 
considered when making a determination for prevented 
planted acreage claims.

LANSING--State Sen. 
Howard Walker and his leg- 
islative colleagues today an- 
nounced a comprehensive 
package of bills designed to 
protect Michigan from in- 
creased ecological catastrophe 
and millions of dollars in lost 
revenue. 

Senate Bills 508 - 510 will 
establish a council to deter- 
mine how to protect the state 
from continued invasions of 
aquatic invasive species. 

Walker, who is vice chair of 
the Senate Appropriations 
subcommittees on Depart- 
ment of Environmental Qual- 
ity and Department of Natural 
Resources, compared the 
council with the Great Lakes 
Basin Water Resources Com- 
pact. 

“First we protected the 


quantity of the water; now 
we're protecting the quality,” 
said Walker, R-Traverse City. 
“The Great Lakes Basin 
Aquatic Invasive Species (AIS) 
Advisory Council will be 
composed of experts from the 
Great Lakes region who will 
work on a plan to prevent, 
eradicate, and monitor aquatic 
invasive species throughout 
the region. We cannot con- 
tinue to deal with threats as 
they present themselves. We 
need a long-term and a short- 
term plan in place now” 
Under the new legislation, 
the AIS council will work with 
the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality and 
the Office of the Great Lakes 
to update and implement the 
state's existing AIS manage- 
ment plan. The measures 
would also require the council 
to review all existing state laws 
on aquatic invasive species 
and make recommendations 
for strengthening protections 
against further invasions. 
Walker; Sens. Goeff Hansen 
and Tom Casperson; and busi- 
ness, conservation, and envi- 
ronmental organizations 
spoke about the proposals at 
Open Space in Traverse City. 
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Walker announces legislation to protect 
the Great Lakes from invasive species 


Hansen, chair of the Senate 
Committee on Outdoor 
Recreation and Tourism, 
stressed the importance of the 
bills. 

“Moving this reform pack- 
age is critical to the future job 
creation,’ said Hansen, R- 
Hart. “As someone who repre- 
sents lakeshore constituents, I 
understand that a healthy 
ecosystem is key to our region. 
Invasive species are threaten- 
ing our way of life and action 
is needed now. This legislation 
is a top priority for me, and 
the committee members are 
determined to move swiftly on 
these important measures.” 

Casperson, chair of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Natural Re- 
sources, Environment and 
Great Lakes, emphasized the 
economic impact of invasive 
species. 

“Aquatic invasive species 
have already affected tourism, 
fishing, and related industries 
in Michigan,” Casperson said. 
“In 2006, ship-borne invasive 
species may have cost more 
than $200 million in lost eco- 
nomic benefits in the Great 
Lakes region by reducing 
sport.and commercial fish- 
eries, reducing wildlife watch- 


ing, and increasing the operat- 
ing costs for raw water users. 
This economic loss will only 
increase if nothing is done to 
protect the lakes.” 

Tim Eder, executive director 
of the Great Lakes Commis- 
sion, applauded the new legis- 
lation. 

“The enhanced efforts being 
proposed correctly reflect the 
seriousness and urgency of 
this problem, and the impor- 
tance of responding in collab- 
oration with other states and 
provinces,” Eder said. 

Rich Bowman, director of 
Government Relations for the 
Nature Conservancy in Michi- 
gan, also praised the reform 
package. 

“We at the Nature Conser- 
vancy are pleased to be work- 
ing with Senator Walker to 
address this important issue,” 
Bowman said. “We think this 
proposed approach of an advi- 
sory board to address pressing 
threats is smart and will result 
in positive outcomes for the 
state both environmentally 
and economically.” 

SBs 508 - 510 were expected 


to be introduced in the Senate 


on Tuesday.

Food and well-being have been asso- 
ciated with mood since ancient times. 
Carbohydrates are known to be good 
mood elevators. They act as mild tran- 
quilizers through increasing serotonin 
which is a calming neurotransmitter in 
the brain. It is better to eat complex car- 
| bohydrates such as potatoes, whole 

wheat bread and pasta as they take 

longer to digest and thus one feels full 
- for longer. 
Vitamin B, especially B-6, also helps 
in the manufacture of serotonin in the 
brain. Supplements of Vitamin B6 have 
been used in the treatment of anxiety 
disorder. Food rich in antioxidants to-. 
gether with essential fats help in im- 
proving energy levels and may relieve 
the feelings of anxiety. Dehydration 
| may also add to anxiety and nervous- 
| ness, so it is advisable to ensure a good 
fluid intake. Hot drinks may have a 
calming effect, but try to avoid excess 
caffeine. Herbal teas and hot milky 
| drinks may be especially helpful, espe- 
cially before bed. 
There is ongoing research regarding 
specific vitamins and minerals in the 
treatment of nervousness. Inositol, a 
cyclic polyalcohol, plays an important 
role as a second messenger in a cell. 
Though it is classified as a B vitamin, it 
is not really a vitamin as the human 
| body can synthesize it. It has been used _ 
to help people suffering from panic at- 
tacks and relieves the symptoms of ob- 
sessive compulsive disorder. A trial has 
shown that when it is supplemented 
with multivitamins, it can reduce anxi- 
ety or nervousness. It is found in many 
| foods, especially those with high bran 
content. Magnesium has also proved to 
be an important reliever of anxiety and 
so may present another useful nutrient 
to supplement in the treatment of nerv- 
ousness. 

There are many herbs associated with 
the treatment of nervousness. Herbal 
chamomile tea is often used to combat 
insomnia (www.mitamins.com/dis- 
ease/Insomnia.html) associated with 
anxiety attacks. Passion flower, bacopa 
and kava are also used in herbal tonics 
given to reduce anxiety. A drink made 
of the root of kava and used extensively 
in Polynesia is a well known relaxant. In 
one study when used for one week, it 
helped subjects to reduce both depres- 
sion and high anxiety levels and nerv-' 
ousness. These herbs must be taken 
under supervision as they could have 
other side effects. ;

CHARLEVOIX — Teachers and 
support staff have reached a verbal 
agreement with Charlevoix Public 
Schools Board of Education for a 
two-year contract. 

Both sides negotiated with a 


spirit of cooperation, superintend- - 


ent Chet Janik said, and the stark 
realization that the schools face a 
budget deficit. The teachers and 
support staff agreed to $500,997 i in” 
employee cost containment. Details 
of the contract will be released fol- 
lowing its formal execution. 

“This year is the most frustrating 
year for a budget,’ Janik said. It cer- 
tainly didnt help that the state 
transferred $600 million in the 
state’s K-12 fund into a fund for 
colleges and universities, he said. 

“It is critical to point out that 
many of these cuts could have been 
prevented if the state of Michigan 
did not transfer $600 million-out of 
the K-12 education budget,’ Janik 
said. 

By state law school districts must 
balance budgets by June 30. The 
concession of teachers and support 
staff to $500,997 in cuts helps, but 
more needs to be cut to balance the 
school district’s $11.6 million 
budget. Janik presented the board

with his recommended budget 
modifications. 

“Even with the new proposed 
labor contracts with $500,000 in 
employee cost containments, the 
proposed cuts will have a signifi- 
cant impact on our school district, 
but we simply do not have the op- 
tion of using reserve funds to pre- 
vent further budget and personnel 
reductions as has been the practice 
for almost every year since 2002,” 
Janik said in a memo to the board.

review before they vote on the per- 
mit issue. 


Barnie and Mike Way offered to 
sell a five-acre parcel of land located 
near U.S..31 to the city. The price 
would be based on two appraisals. 


Mark Snyder spoke to council on be- 
half of the Ways. 

“This might be the perfect time to 
acquire additional property with real 
estate so low,” Snyder told council. 
But council wasn’t buying it. 

Council member Lyle Gennett did 
not think it was a good move for the 
city. There is a responsibility for the 
future but also for today, and the 
economy did not allow for land pur- 

’ chases, he said. 
When urged by Mike we to take 


time to think it over Gennett said he 
thought council should vote to not 
purchase the parcel and not put any- 
more of the city manager’s time into 
the issue. Council voted unani- 
mously not to purchase and not to 
research the matter any longer. 
Straebel spoke on a need to edu- 
cate city workers on awareness of the 
time they leave city vehicles running 
while they are not in the vehicle. 
““We promote people turning off 
the ignition while waiting for the 


bridge and it’s time for the city to 
walk the walk,” Straebel said. Council 
agreed. _ 

City treasurer Rick Brandi advised 
council of an opportunity for em- 
ployees of the city to participate in a 
health care savings account plan to 
be used for retirement. 

“The money is tax free going in 
and coming out,’ Brandi said and 
added that the funds go with em- 
ployees if they change jobs. _

I remember the 
first time I biked 
Avalanche Moun- 
tain a couple 
years ago. The 
bike path seemed 
so technical. I fell 
off the path a bit, 
scathed a few 
trees, and even 
ran over some 
smaller ones. My chest felt like it was 
going to explode. It was hard. 

I was usually in the wrong gear going 
up the next incline, and I think my feet 
touched the ground about fifteen times. 
At a sharp declining turn, as my body 


was flying over the handlebars I thought 


about my family. It was a spectacle 
worth paying for. At one point in time I 
remember literally laying face first on 
the ground when a superstar mountain 
biker who was decked out in the latest 
race gear went flying past my ear. 

As I was riding home I wondered if 1 
could ever really do that well on the 
path. Could I learn to ride like others? 
Was it really for me? 

Ive talked with many friends who 
have thoughts and questions about God 
like this: Is he for me? Can I really do 
this? Can I know him? Can I connect 
with him like others have spoken of? 
Or maybe it’s the more fundamental 
question of, If God is there, then who in 
the world is he, really? 

Other puzzling thoughts and ques- 
tions might form in our minds like...

the womb. Later in life Jacob grabs for 


his character. 
This is why the Names of God are 


2 very significant in the Bible. They ex- 


plain who he is, and what experience a 
person can have as they get to know 
him. In the context of an Old Testa- 
ment narrative a name of God paints a 


big colorful picture of an amazing Being 


who has an impeccable character. 


For example, God leads his people out 


of Egyptian slavery into the desert. 
Over a million people are in need of 
water. So like any of us, they begin to 
grumble and complain. Finally, Moses, 
standing beside bitter bacteria infested 


waters, cries out to God for water to 
drink. .Guess what? (Do you-believe in 
miracles?) God changed the water from 
bitter disease-inflicting water to sweet 
healthy water they could drink. 

‘Then he gives words to Moses to 
share with the people, “If you will listen 
carefully to the voice of the Lord your 
God and do what is right in his eyes. ..1 
will not bring on you any of the dis- - 
eases... for I am [Jehovah-Rophe] the 
Lord who heals you (Exodus chapter fif- 
teen and verse twenty-six).”

Couple needs to get to the ‘core’ of their relationship 


Q: My wife and | don't spend a lot of 
downtime together. It's not like we're 
out carousing with other people. But 
jobs, kids and other important respon- 
sibilities are taking their toll. How do we 
find time for ourselves? 

Jim: Your situation is not unique. 
Many husbands and wives today are run- 
ning in opposite directions. We're too 
wrapped up in work and even in our 
kids’ activities. It's like we're addicted to 
being busy. 

If you wait for life to “settle down" on 
its own, you'll never make progress. You 
have to take active steps to make time for 
each other, and to foster genuine inti- 
macy in your relationship. 

Dr. Harold L. Arnold Jr, an organiza- 
tional psychologist, has developed an 
acrostic -- C.O.R_E. -- to help couples put 
intimacy back in their marriage. Maybe 
you'll find it helpful. 

“C" stands for commitment. Commit 
to a specific day and time each week 
when you and your wife can spend an 
hour in conversation -- without any dis- 
tractions. Unless there's an emergency, 
stick to this commitment. 

"O" represents openness. Be honest 
with your spouse about your needs, de- 
sires and fears. Open up with her; don't 
hold it all in. 

The "R" in C.O.R.E. stands for repent. 
Many of the supposed flaws you see in 
your spouse are associated with your past 


many other things. His name described 


is Someone who can heal. I like that 
name - Jehovah-Rophe. I don’t know 
about you, but I need healing in some 
areas. 

At other places God is called Jehovah 
Jirah, meaning “the God who provides” 
He actually cares about our deepest 
needs. He wants us to know that he can 
provide for those needs. El Shaddai is 
found 48 times in the Old Testament 
and means “Almighty God” or the good 
God who is over all and ultimately in 
control although we are not. Yeshua 
means “God who saves.” I like that one 
too. 

God is like a wild winding path that 
runs deep into the woods to places be- 
yond what we can imagine. After rid- 
ing Boyne City’s Avalanche Mountain 
many times now, I’ve learned where it 
turns and goes up or down. I remember 
ruts and close trees to negotiate. I know 
better when to break and when to let it 


all go. It’s beautiful. It’s exhilarating to 


whiz past trees with my heart-pumping 
fast! I no longer feel like ’'m dying. I 
feel alive and thriving! It’s a lot like the 
ride I’m on with my God.

Finally, the “E" represents empathy. 
Your wife will only open up if she senses 
that you really understand her and love 
her unconditionally. Take time to listen 
without prejudice and to popene. un- 
selfishly. 

Commitment, openness, repentance 
and empathy -- the C.O.R.E. of marriage. 
If you and your spouse will make these 
behaviors a top priority, chances are ex- 
cellent that you'll feel more connected 
even amidst the busyness of life.

Escrow is a 
process that begins —

- when the loan is approved and all the 


necessary requirements have been 
fulfilled by both the buyer and the 
seller. 

The escrow holder is an intermedi- 
ary, and an agent of both the buyer 


and seller. 

The escrow holder is given the 
buyer's deposit, and holds onto all 
funds until the agreement is final- 
ized. They notify the seller when the 
deposit has been received and if the 
check has cleared the bank. 

The escrow holder also draws up a 
set of instructions, itemizing things 
that have to be done to the property 
before it is sold and the title is trans- 
ferred.

Republican's release Senate, House and

When the first 2010 Census Bu- 
reau population figures were re- 
leased, it was announced that 
Michigan had the distinction of 
being the only state in the nation to 
see a decrease in population since 
the previous Census in 2000. While 
that certainly gave Michiganders a 
bit more elbowroom in an increas- 
ingly populous world, it also 
changed the state's political map, as 
the newly revised resident count dic- 
tated that the state would also lose 
one Congressional seat, setting off a 
flurry of activity in Democratic and 
Republican corners re-drawing the 
Congressional, House and Senate 
district boundaries across the state. 

According to state law, these redis- 
tricting plans must be finalized and 
approved by November Ist, and with 


~ voters always a top of agenda con- 


sideration, a primary motivation for 
defining these shifting boundaries 
will involve where those votes will 
fall. 

Under an initial GOP re-district- 
ing proposal, released this past Fri- 
day, June 17th, there is already 
heated political controversy. An ex- 
ample is a proposed change in Con- 
gressional district lines that would

Congressional Representatives; 
Sander Levin and Gary Peters, in the 
same southeastern Michigan district. 

Here in northern Lower Michi- 
gan, the proposed Republican plan 
would place the new southern 
boundary of Ist Congressional Dis- 
trict, represented by Republican Dan 
Benishek, at the south borders of Al- 
cona, Oscoda, Crawford, Kalkaska 
and Grand Traverse Counties. The 
biggest impact on area residents 
would be that this plan places the 
Traverse City area, which is cur- 
rently in the 4th Congressional Dis- 
trict, represented by Republican 
David Camp, into Benishek’s Ist 
Congressional District. 

‘The State House district would 
undergo several changes in the 
Northern Lower. Much of Cheboy- 
gan County, currently in the 105th 
District represented by Republican 
Greg MacMaster, would become 
part of the 106th District, repre- 
sented by Republican Peter Pettalia. 
Montmorency and Oscoda Coun- 
ties, currently part of the 106th Dis- 
trict, would move into the 105th 
District. Crawford and Kalkaska 
Counties, which are currently in the 
106th and 104th Districts respec- 
tively, would both become part of 
the 103rd District, represented by 
Republican Bruce Rendon.

Congressional redistricting proposals 


Among the proposed changes to 
the Senate Districts in Northern 
Michigan include moving Presque 
Isle County from the 37th District, 
represented by Republican Howard. 
Walker, to the 36th District, repre- 
sented by Republican John Moole- 
naar. Another change would be to 
move Crawford and Ogemaw Coun- 
ties from the 36th District to the 
35th District, represented by Repub- 
lican Darwin Booher. 

Overall, under the proposed GOP 
plan, southeast Michigan would lose 
one seat in the US House of Repre- 
sentatives, which however the lines 
are drawn, is what is required based 
on the decrease in the states popula- 
tion according to the Census. 

While Democrats are releasing 
their redistricting plan, the Republi- 
can party is in a majority position in 
the Michigan House and Senate, 
making it unlikely a proposed Dem- 
ocratic plan would be approved. It is 
possible, however, for Michigan De- 
mocrats or political action organiza- 
tions, such as Common Cause of 
Michigan, to pursue a legal chal- 
lenge to the GOP districting plan.
